Jan. 13 wv-BurvIvlng two weeks huddlet] In Uie wreckage of their 
crashed seaplane In ice>pllcd Ellxwonh land, six ot the Byrd antarctic expedllldli's nine missing fliers rested 
' I warm bunks aboard their mother ship today. 

Their near- miraculous rescue, after bUndlnt\Dolar fogs had balked repeated search attempts, touched off 
wild celebrations aboard ships ot the navy toskVorce— but thelrViree companions were listed ai dead. 

Aboard the seaplane tender Pmc Island— whojrf skipper. Capl. Henry 11. Caldwell, was one of tljp rescued men 
—the survivors told how their Mariner photo^lane had brushed a peak of mow and Ice but remained airborne 
—only to explode, scotterlng aircraft fragmcnUi and men over 100 yards of the froien waste. 
Visibility had suddenly faded on that Dec. 30 photo mission, they related: cartli and sky hod merged Into 
dull white moss, with no visible horlxon. The accident come Just as the co-pilot, LlcuL William It Kcoms, 
Jr.. of Boston, turned to head bock to the Pine Island.

Black Market Ring Took 
Million^ Pounds of Sugar 

DEINVER. Jan. 13 (U.R)— A wholesale black market In sugar, operating 
In six southwestern states, and Involving fraudulent withdrawal of more 
tlian 1.000.000 pounds of sugar frem normal domestic channels, was re- 
vealed here today by regional CPA Enforcement Executive Max D. 
Melville. 

Melville said the augor black market was operated by a soft drink 
bottler apd a bank clerk, who allegedly deposited suear stamps for more 
than 70.000 pounds In the accounb>ot the bottling concern. 

Specifically named In the criminal warrants Insued here were A. M, 
Bartlett, Hobbs, N. M.. bottler for, the Dr, Pepper company, and Mrs. 
Trudy Edwards, former clerk In the Lea County State bonk' at Hobbs. 

Melville snld the operation of the 
suRor black market centered around 
Hobba, but involved wllhdrawaln ot 
sugar from companies In New Mex- 
ico. Colorado and Texas, and the 
pouUiR ot checks from the padded 
ration account In the six slates. 

Melville said that In the evidence 
turned over to U. B. DLilrlct Attor- 
ney Everett M. Omntham at Al- 
buquerque, CPA Investigators 
sought lo show that between Ajig. 
0. 1D15 and Dee. 13. 1B«. Bartlett 
sent deposit -slips for tW,OM 
pounds of sugar to llie Lea county 
sUte bank. Melville said the In- 
vestigators found that no ration 
(tamps actually were deposited. 

Melville sold that at the some 
lime, Mrs. Trudy Edaards allegedly 
made folse entries itl the bank'a 
records showlnii credits to the ac- 
count of the Dr. Pepper Bottling 
company. He said U was charged 
that Mrs, Edwords. wile of a D. a 
na;7 man. made tfte entries from 
the deposit slips submitted by Bart- 
lett and that no sugar currency was 
tendered. 

The fraudulent ration stamp ac- 
count was discovered. Melville said, 
after a Hobbs woman, driving a 
car along a clly street, crashed 
throufih (he bank window and con- 
fined bank records.'

Entire City 
Is Restricted 
After Blast 

JERUSALEM, Jan. IS (ff^— Haifa's 35.000 . Inhabitants 
wore held under virtual hoUBc arrest today by a Brltlflh 
curfew imposed last nlftbt after a violent explosion wrecked 
the city's polii^ station, killing four policemen and Injuring 
more than 142 other pcrsonB. 

The casualty list showed two British policGnicn and two 
Arabs, temporary constables, dead; 62 trolicemen— BrltUh, 
Arabs, and Jewish — hurt, one Briton severely; 48 civilians 
hospitalized; 32 given first aid, and many more cut, bruised 
or shocked.

Droves of rctumlnK OI's, workers 
awnlllns start ol sprlnn proJeeU ond 
other factors related to the end of 
the war and the season of the year 
dally catapult a heavy load onto the 
Ma[lc Valley's urtcmployment 
pensatlon division. 

In sCninse contrast to wartime 
conditions, which taxed the coun^ 
tty'i manpower maklne unemploy' 
ment practically non-existent, this 
winter has brousht an unending 
procession of compensation seek- 
ers through the portnli of the 
Idaho employment service office. 
In Twin Palls where the unemploj- 
menti compensation division t 
housed. 

About BO per cent or those flllns 
claims are mcmbeni ot the "Sl-ia 
dubv— ex-01'8 who have the right 
to draw ISO per week for E2 weeks 
while unemployed. Othen ore prl- 
marllr construction and similar 
workers whose Bcr\'lcc3 are curtailed 
durinit the winter months, -plus a 
sprlnkllnE ot penons who are Just 
"down on their luck."

Most Have DaU 
Any non-veteran filing for unem- 
ployment compensnUon In idoho 
must know wlicre he or -ihe has 
worked from Oct. 1, 1013, to Sept. 30, 
lOld, whicli constllutefl the present 
base year. AUo it Is neccsiaiy that 
si^ch a person be employed for at 
least four and one-half months dur- 
ing the bue period In a cov^ed In 
dustry to qualify for compensation. 

Other minor details which woui 
facilitate smooth operation of this 
section of the division include these: 
Claimants should not expect 
cetve thetr checks direct from the 
division, as the checks ore mailed 
them; every two weeks field trips 
aro taken to Jerome. Wendell and
